EMANCIPATION OF THE IRISH 


CATHOLICS. 


The important question which in- 


volved the religious freedom of millions 
of the subjects of the British Go\ern- 
ment, may now be considered as deci- 
ded in their favor. 
So large a majori- 


ty in its favour in the House of Com- 
mons, added to the recommendation in 
the King's speech, and the warm sup- 
port of the Ministers, will ensure its 
passage by the House of Lords—their 
rejection of the BilJ would produce a 
state of excitement, that must endan- 
ger the safety of the government. 


LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 
By the'packet ship William Byrnes, 


which arrived at New-York: on Satur- 
day from Liverpool, London dates of the 
6th and Liverpool to the 8th are re- 
ceived. 


Plan for the Catholic Emancipation.— 


It was introduced into,the House of 
Commons on the 5th by the Right Hon. 
Secretary Peel, one of his Majesty's 
Ministers, who accompanied it with a 
brilliant speech, which occupies more 
than thirteen columns in the London 
Conrier;the following are the outlines 
of the plan :— 


1. Its basis is the removal from the 


Roman Catholics of civil disabilities, 
and the equalization of political rights, 


2. Roman Catholics are to be admit- 


Ited into both Houses of Parliament. 


There are to be icstrictions as to 


numbers. 


Catholics becoming members of ei- 


ther House are to take an oath, to sup- 
port and defend the succession of the 
Crown,—abjuring the sentiment that 
Princes excommunicated by the Pope 
may be deposed and murdered by their 
subjects,—denying the right of the 
Pope to any jurisdiction of the British 
Kingdom, 
disclaiming, disavowing, 


and solemnly abjuring any intention 
to subvert the present Church Estab- 
lishment as settled by law, Sec.- &c. 


3. Roman Catholics are to be inca- 


pable of holding the office of Lord 
Chancellor, or of Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. 


4. They may hold all Corporate of- 


fices—may be Sheriffs and Judges, 


5. But they are not to hold places be- 


longing to the established church ; the 
ecclesiastical courts, or ecclesiastical 
foundations, nor any office in the Uni- 
versities, the Colleges of Eton, Win- 
chester, a:id Westminster; nor any 
school of ecclesiastical foundation.— 
The laws relative to Roman Catholic 
right to presentations are to be retain- 
ed. In cases where any Roman Cath- 
olic shall hold an ofTice with which 
Church patronage is cor.jjecled, the 
crown is to have ihe power of transfer- 
ring the patronage. No Roman Cath- 
olic 10 hold any office to advise the 
crown in the appointment of offices 
connected with the Established church 
of England and Ireland. 


6. The existing Penal Laws afieciing 


Roman Catholics are lo be repealed. 


7. Roman Catholics arc to be put 


with respect to property, on a footing 
with dissenters. 


8. Catholic Members of Parliament 


are not to be obliged to quit the House 
upon any particular question. (Mr. 
Wilrnot Horton's suggestion upon this 
subject is held lo be objectionable.) 


9. There is to be no Declaration re-: 


quired against Transubstantiatiou.

10. Upon the subject of Ecclesiasli-; 


cai Securities, the Roman Catholics > 
are to be placed on the footing of all: 
other Dissenters. 


11. There is not to be ar.y Veto: no? 


is there su beany hne?-kre'rc<v w 


intercourse in Spiritual matters be- 
tween the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Sec of Rome. 


12. iiTbe Episcopal titles and names, 


now in use in the Church of England, 
are not to U; assumed by the members 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 


13. When Roman Catholics are ad- 


mitted to corporate and other offices, the 
insignia of such offices arc in no case to 
betaken to any other place of worship 
of the Established Church. 
No robes 


ofofnce are to be worn in any oilier than 
the established Church. 


14. The Jesuits and Monastic com- 


munities—The Names and Numbers ol 
the individuals belonging to the exist- 
ing Communities are to be registered; 
Communities bound by religious or 
monastic vows are not to be extended, 
and provision is to be made against the 
future entrance into this country of the 
order of Jesuits—The Jesuits now are 
to be registered. 


15. Elective franchise—Forty Shil- 


lings Freeholders. The Elective fran- 
chise is proposed lo be raised from For- 
ty Shillings to Ten Pounds. 


Freeholds are to be registered, and 


the registry ib to be taken before the 
Assistant-Barrister of the-Irish Coun- 
ties, with power of an appeal in cer- 
tain cases from his decision to a higher 
tribunal. 


The House adjourned at a quarter to 


one o'clock on Friday morning; and yet 
so intense was the interest excited, that 
mingled with the calls of adjournment, 
was heard c>Go on. go on."

jority ISO.

Ireland, a great day for his Right^Hon. 
Friend (Mr. Secretary Peel)—a great 
day for freedom and common sense 
tnroughout the world—when a British 
Minister proposed to a British House 
of Commons concession to the Catho- 
lics of Ireland.

Bank of Gettysburg. — The charter of 


this institution has been extended, as

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, $c. 


- That the charter of the Bank of Gettys- 


burg be and the sameis hereby revived 
and declared to be in full force for eight 
years from and after the first Wednes- 
day in May. 1833 ; and all the corporate 
rights, powers, privileges and authori- 
ties, which are or may be vested in the 
stockholders of said Bank, prior to or 
on the first Wednesday in May, 1833, 
by virtue of the said charter, or of any

At a. meeting of!he Lutheran Con- 


gregation, and .Citizens of Abbotts- 
Town and its vicinity, held in the Pres- 
byterian Meeting house, on Thursday 
the 23d of April, A. D. 1829— TOBIAS 
KEPXKK, Esq. was called to the chair ; 
and John Duncan appointed Secretary. 
Whereupon it was Resolved* thatG-EO. 
BAUGHEH, Esq. Col. GEORGE ICKES, 
and JOSEPH CAIU,. be a committee to 
investigate and report the manner in 
which the Lutheran Church in said 
town was destroyed on the morning of 
the 17th inst. 


The repon of the Committee is 


briefly this :—That the Church was 
discovered, about 3 o'clock on the mor- 
ning of the 17th inst. to be on fire, the 
flames breaking out of the roof, and be- 
fore the people could collect, was 
-spread over the whole roof. There be- 
ing no Engine in the place, no human 
power could save it, and it was burnt to 
the ground. And it is further the opin- 
ion of this committee, that fire was 
put to said Church designedly, for the 
purpose of its destruction; that this 
Committee reprobate the idea, and 
declare that there is not the smallest 
ground for believing, that it was done 
by any member or members of said 
Congregation.

CRIME & PUNISHMENT. 
There is-no more certain criterion, 


perhaps, in the whole system of the 
laws of any civilized nation, that will al- 
foi-d a stronger evidence of the political 
or moral character of thai society, o- 
ver which it is exercised, than is dis- 
coverable uuderthe operation of their 
Penal laws. To adjust the true admea- 
surement of punishment to the nature 
and magnitude of the crime, contains, 
in every jvovernmcnt, the principles 
which form their criminal code; and, 
that it would be absurd and impolitic 
10 apply the same decree o! punish- 
ment to' crimes of different malignity, 
will at once be admitted ; and that san- 
guinary laws, at best, are a bad symp- 
tom of the moral character of u state, 
as also of the wisdom of the legislature 
that has enacted them. 


The right of the Legislature, in any 


country, to enforce its laws, by ths 
death 'of the transgressor, has been 
doubted. 
We have been led to a con- 


sideration of this subject, from obser- 
ving the different opinions which have 
governed the Legislatures of dillcrent 
countries, and of the same countries at 
different periods; in most of which 
there appears to be a great dispropor- 
tion between the punishment and the 
heinousncss of the offence. 
What ren- 


ders this, subject of more than ordinary ( 
importance at present, arises from the 
consideration, that, before the legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania it is now pending; 
and undecided ; having been frequently 
glanced at on former occasions, when 


, our criminal laws have been under revi- 
saUI shall consider this subject, as to the 
right, impolicy, and the effect of Capital 
Punishment. We are aware, that, on 
entering on this subject,, we shall be 
met with the common objection, thai it 
•was the special command of GOB—that 
'^whosoever sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed." 
We 


think this text,although so much relied 


' on, is susceptible of a different construc- 


tion. Taken in its literal meaning, it 
will nor serve the purpose contended 
for, because life is often taken without 
actual shedding of blood ; so also there 
is (according to the common mode 
practised, by hanging on the gallows) 
no blood of the criminal shed. We are 
-therefore obliged to take it only^ as 
meaning, that highly aggravated offen- 
ces shall be rewarded with proportion- 
ate punishment. 
Hence, severe pun- 


ishments-are generally termed sangui- 
nary, although no^olood may have been 
-shed; on the contrary, blood may have 
been shed, without any actual injury 
having been done.' These expressions 
are loo general and indefinite, to be 
rendered capable of any useful or prac- 
tical application. 
We read of a law of

In so important a matter, it 
ought to be clearly shewn, beyond the 
possibility of a doubt, when such au- 
thority has been transferred: Not for 
the good of society, as we shall endea- 
vor to make it appear—for the good of 
society, if rightly understood, requires 
no such sacrifice. This will appear, 
when we come to examine more nar- 
rowly into the nature of the social com- 
pact." That the wants and necessities 
of each equally require that aid which 
unassisted Nature alone is not compe- 
tent to supply, for comfortable subsist- 
ence, cannot bedenied : hence it follows, 
that, in forming this association of mu- 
tual interests,, every man, when he be- 
comes a member, voluntarily resigns a 
certain portion of his natural rights for 
the protection and better security of 
che residue, and throws them into the 
common stock, out of which he may 
occasionally 
draw his proportional 


dividend. 
These are there held, as a 


pledge of protection ; yec !cl it be obser- 
ved, that society can have no greater 
hold on him, in" consequence thereof, 
than he had in his power to transfer.— 
There is then no new power created in 
favor of society, which before did not 
exist in the individual person—no to- 
tal relincjuishment of anyone. 
By this 


deposit, he may be justly called, upon, 
at the risk of his life, to the defence of 
his country; but as he has no rig-hoover 
his own life,' to destroy it, so neither 
can that society, agreeably to the nature 
of the original'contract. It therefore 
follows, and is an incontrovertible ax- 
iom, that where there is nothing given, 
nothing can be required ; and that no 
sacrifice of-life, from any pretended 
right to promote, the public good, and 
of securing peace and safety, can justi- 
fy such forfeiture. 
Punishments can 


only be inflicted for one or other of two 
ends, or both—to reform the criminal, 
•or to be a warning to the innocent.— 
Those which answer both these purpo- 
ses most effectually, are certainly to be 
preferred.
